Efforts to build Satellite trade, and bitter denunciation of America for preventing 
Japanese trade with China* reveal continued commercial troubles, while serious 
shortages can be detected in economy claims. For example* elimination of truck 
shipments froa Chungking to Kunming* with two extra handlings of all goods involved, 
suggests, instead, an inability to keep the trucks on the road.
